A Fulton County Superior Court Jury yesterday found 


Hugh D. Gravitt, 29-year-old 


former taxi driver, guilty of 


involuntary manslaughter in the death of Margaret Mitchell 


Marsh. 


The jury, after deliberating a little less than one hour, 
recommended a sentence of from one vear to 18 months’ 
Imprisonment for the man who struck down the famed au- 
thor of “Gone With the Wind” on Peachtree Street Aug. 11. 


Judge Walter C. Hendrix de- 
laved sentencing Gravitt until to- 
day &t 9:30 a. m, on request of 
defense counsel A‘ L. Henson. Hen- 
son indicated he would file a mo- 
tion for a new trial today. 

As Gravitt walked from the 
courtroom with his wife, she burst 
into bitter tears. He appeared un- 
moved. 

The case went to the jury at 
3:39 p. m., after a withering attack 
on the press and “little tomtit polli- 
ticians” by Defense Counsels 
Henson and William Gower. 

Attorneys in final arguments 
accused “newspapers, magazines, 
and politicians’ of “crucifying” 
Gravitt and “trying to walk to 
glory on the bones of those men 
who have to make their living 
driving cabs.” 

Gravitt took the stand in his 
own defense twice before the de- 
fense rested. He first recounted 
his own version of the accident; 
then returned to tell the jury “the 
newspapers and politicians have 
made a goat of me.” 

The former taxi-driver, now a 
service man in the company shop 
of the taxicab company he former- 
ly drove for, declared he “can't 
even get anything but a laborer’s 
job newspapers all over the 
country have indicted me.” 

Gravitt charged witnesses, in- 
cluding the doctor who wrote a 
prescription for the defendant's 
ailing child on the night of the 
accident, were “afraid to come 
down and testify for me because of 
the newspapers.” 

Henson told jurors Gravitt had 
been “pummellec. and beaten by 
falsehoods and base innuendoes’”’ 
and “punished far more already 
than you could possibly punish 
him by inflicting the full penalty.” 

“This poor devil has been quar- 


‘tered and drawn already,” he said, 
‘adding that the period since the 
|Aug. 11 accident had been “a long, 


‘tedious nightmare for Gravitt.”

toxicated. 


Motorcycle Patrolman C. W. 
of the Atlanta Police De- 
partment, first to reach the scene 
of the accident, told the jury 
Gravitt “seemed extremely nerv-| 
ous and shaky” and he “could 
smell alcohol on his breath.” 

Henson’s chief defense argu- 
ment was that’ Marsh and his late 
wife themselves had contributed 
to the accident. He said of the 
author of “Gone With the Wind”: 

“The noble lady was human; she! 
was capable of making a mistake 
in the traffic.” 

He contended Gravitt swerved 
back and forth in a superhuman | 
effort fo avoid striking down Mrs. 
Marsh - and told jurors. they| 
“couldn't back out of their drive-| 
ways without violating a city ordi-| 
nance.” 

Henson declared Atlanta's traf-| 
fic problem was such that “if! 
everybody drove at 25 miles per 
hour, I’m afraid wed never get 
anywhere.” 

Prosecutors Bob Blackwood and 
Car! Copeland urged the jury to 
“forget it was Margaret Mitchell: 
forget it was Hugh Gravitt, and 
consider the case as concerning 
Citizens A and B.” 

Marsh, who was an intent spec- 


‘tator at the trial. declared he “felt 


the ends of justice had been met.” 
The day before, Marsh had been a 
principal witness against the slight, 
bespectacled defendant, testifying 
the death car bore down upon his 
wife at the rate of about 50 miles 
per hour.

LANGDALE, Ala. — The first 
hospital authorized under the Hill- 
Burton Hospital Aid Act was dedi- 
cated here yesterday to “a better, 
healthier and happier life for all 
of the people of America.” 

Notables from Washington and 
the Capitais of Georgia and Ala- 
bama joined with the people of 
the industrial towns nestling in 
this Chattahoochee-formed valley 
in proclaiming it a fulfillment of 
the modern-day miracle of hospital 
engineering science. 

Honoring the memory of the 
late George H. Lanier, friend and 
benefactor to the Valley folk, the 
new $2,000,000-plus hospital rises) 
beautifully from a bluff overlook-' 
ing the river. : 

Sen. Lister Hill, of Alabama, co- 
author of the Hill-Burton Act: Gov. 
James E. Folsom, of Alabama; 
Gen. Leonard A. Scheele, U. S. 
Surgeon General, and many other 
dignitaries, delivered lengthy reci- 
tations on the benefits of such a 
hospital, but it remained for a 
woman. in the audience, her face 
lined by familv cares, to translate 
its meaning tq the people of the 
Valley. 

“It will be such a nice place to 
bring the children when they're 
sick,”’ she said. 

Described by Sen. Hill as “the 
most modern and best-equipped of 
its kind in the nation,” the new 
hospital a marvel of architec- 
tural science. from its luxurious 
sundeck for convalescents to the 
kitchen, from which meals move 
on conveyor belts to every pa 
tient’s room. It even has oxygen 
running in pipes, just like water. 

Gen. Scheele, in his address, de 
scribed the hospital as a “symbol!

President Truman Greets Visiting Shah of Iran 


ASKS ‘INTENSIFIED’ 


HELP 


Iran Ruler Welcomed 


_ By Truman in Capital 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The youthful Shah of Iran ar- 
rived yesterday for a good-will tour of the United States and 
almost as a first act invited President Truman to visit his 


country, 

The 30-year-old Shah also made 
@ frank bid-for “closer co-opera 
tion’ and for “intensified” Amer- 
ican help for his country, a post- 
War barrier to Soviet expansion 
southward. 

Responding to Mr. Truman’s ex- 
‘pression of welcome at a State 
dinner last night, the Shah urged 
him to visit Iran as an honored 
Ruest of the Iranian Government 
and people. 

Iran needs American friendship, 
the Shah said, and added: 

“We are grateful for what has 
been accomplished in the past, and 
for what now in prospect and 
for our hopes of even closer C¢o- 
Operation and intensified help in 
the future. If Iran gets technical 
and material help from the United 
States, she on her part will con- 
tribute, as she has so often in the 
past, to the mosaic of world pros 
perity and the deepening of the 
cultural values of the West.” 

The 30-year-old ruler stepped 
from President Truman’s plane, 
the Independence, after a 7,200. 
mile flight from Tehran into a 
colorful official welcome. Mr. Tru- 
man and members of the Cabinet 
greeted him personally at the air- 
port. 

Then, in an exchange of formal] 
greetings with the President, the 
Shah recalled his country’s part in 
defeating the Axis and said:

‘Allies in war, we shall like- 
wise be privileged, 1 trust, to work 
with the United States in the main- 
tenance of peace in the Middle 
East, and the achievement of lib- 
erty and prosperity as the aim of!

In welcoming the royal visitor,| 
Mr. Truman observed that the 
United States and Iran were “part: 
ners in the struggle against Fas- 
cism,” whose traditional friendship 
has “grown even stronger in the 
years since the war.” 

At the airport, the handsome, | 
dark-haired Shah, shylv respond 
ing to Mr. Truman’s broad smiles, 
was given the 2l-gun salute re 
served for Chiefs of State. 

Last night Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi was Mr. Truman’s guest 
at a State dinner. After an over- 
night stav at Blair House, he is 
moving to Prospect House, the 
former home of the late Defense 
Secretary James V._ Forresta’. 
which the Government has leased 
for the use of visiting foreign 
notables. 

Tomorrow the Shah goes to An- 
napolis for a visit to the Naval 
Academy. After four davs of sight 
seeing, dinners and ceremonies in 
the Capital, he leaves for New 
York and the start of a trans 
continental trip which is to wind 
up with a week-long vacation in 
December at the ski resort of Sun

But, it has 
been richly enhanced by her part 
last night. 

She was on stage with several 
veterans of amateur theater and 
she out-trouped them in every 
scene. This was a difficulty con- 
sidering the fact that Rosemary 
Jones was playing the lead. 

Miss Jones asserted herself with 
comic skill, as did other members 
of the cast which included: Nell

I have been urging the amateur 
theater groups of Atlanta to under- 
take such a comedy as this for 
many years.

Rep. Cox Doesn't Play That Way 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Eugene Cox, of Georgia, is outraged at a charge made by a syndicated col- 
umnist recently that he has been identified with a secret plot to bring impeachment proceedings 
against President Truman when the new session of Congress convenes in January. 


He would have the people of Georgia know 
that the charge is a “wicked misrepresentation of 
my feelings and a complete falsification so far as 
I know or am concerned.” 

As the story appeared in a number of papers, 
a group of hostile congressmen, headed by Rep- 
resentative Ralph W. Gwinn, Republican, of New 
York, as the “ringleader,” and assisted by Rep. 
Cox, were reported to have secretly prepared an 
impeachment resolution against the President and 
are planning to offer it at the beginning of the 
new session. | 
’ From his home in Camilla, Judge Cox has sent 
a special message to The Constitution Washington 
correspondent asking that the charges be de- 
nounced in so far as they relate to him or any 
knowledge he may have of the subject. 


“My relations with the President,” he 
said, “are most cordial, as he will, I am sure, 
testify, and with the exception of his civil 
rights program I am co-operating with him 
and sincerely endeavoring to make his Ad- 
ministration a success. I may not alWays 
completely agree with him, but where there 
are doubts I resolve them in his favor. 


“I am personaMy devoted to the President,” 
Judge Cox continued, “and under no -circum? 
stances would seek to do him injury. Befor 
anyone made so serious an allegation he should 
have consulted me. If such a 
been prepared, I denounce it as a cowardly’ 
tack from ambush. I could have been, with as 
much truth, charged with planning the assassina- 
tion of my own wife. It is a wicked misrepre- 
sentation of my feelings and a complete falsifi- 
cation so far as I know or am concerned.” 

Because of the seriousness of the charge, 

Judge Cox felt that he could not allow it go un- 
answered. He will probably have far more to 
say on the subject when Congress meets again. 
An investigation may be demanded of the methods 
of some writers in hurling a charge of the kind 
against public officials without first giving them 
an opportunity to repudiate the reports. 
: Judge Cox's feelings in the matter may well 
“be understood. But it is hardly necessary for 
him to dignify the eharge with a denial. His 
attitude toward the President is too well known 
among his colleagues in Congress for anyone to 
think he would be identified with a scheme of the 
kind. On the contrary, he would likely be the 
first to denounce such a move, if he became 
aware of any group or individual planning an 
impeachment resolution. 

Perhaps the only basis for any questioning of 
his loyalty to the President rests on the fact that

he was one of a small handful of Southern Con- 
gressmen who withheld their support of Mr. 
Truman in the last national election. Even then 
he did not go out and campaign against the Presi- 
dent. His position was dictated entirely by op- 
position to the President’s controversial civil 
rights proposals, which incited a great deal of 
animosity among Southern Democrats. 


But once Mr. Truman was re-elected, 
Judge Cox gave him his full measure of 
loyalty in other major questions before Con- 
gress. The best evidence that no one ques- 
tioned his support of the President is to be 
found in the action of his fellow Democrats 
in electing him temporary Speaker of the 
House to serve during the month-long period 
of three-day recesses while Speaker Sam 
a returned to his home in Texas for 
a visit.

A great many Southern railroad men—and 

some 30,000 Americans altogether—will be in- 

, terested in the arrival in our country of His 

Imperial Majesty Mohammed Riza Shah Pahlevi, Shah-In-Shah 
(King of Kings). 


He is the first Oriental monarch to visit our shores. 


The 30,000 Americans—among whom were railroad men from 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Tennessee—were members of the 
PGC—the Persian Gulf Command, sometimés known, also, as 
“Persons Gone Crazy.” 


They served in Iran, the Shahs’ tiny, hungry, desert-studded, 
history-drenched country. They sweated and were burned by a 
torrid sun, harrassed by dust, mud and sandfleas at camps along 
the Persian Gulf. They were amazed at Teheran, with its water 
supply in the gutters, its filth, peacock thrones, belly dancers, its 
vodka, its wealth and its poverty. They made a good railroad 
from the gulf to Teheran. At Camp Amirabad, mined to keep 
out thieves, they admired snowy Mount Demevand, shopped with 
Solomon Rabbi, and got used to seeing the British and the Red 
Star of Russia in the streets.

His chief articles for barter are opium—badly needed by phar- 
maceutical houses—and oil. The oil was what had Russia in his 
backyard. He has oil agreements today with Russia, Great Britain 
and the United States. A deal in which opium would be bartered 
for our surplus wheat fell through two years ago and the wheat 
was bought from Russia. 


American influence is strong in Iran. Our technicians are 
there now, paid for by a royalty arrangement in oil contracts, ‘to 
help build up the country with engineering and farm advice. 

But, he needs real money. He is outside the Marshall Plan. 
Loans from the World Bank will not be large enough to do the job. 


Our reception for him will be a sincere one. He did stand up 
to Russia. He is, we believe, sincerely eager to do something for 
his country. He is something of a captive of his own country, 
where neglect has piled up such a great debt that paying it off 
is difficult. 

His little country is great in strategic value. He has been quoted 
as saying, when he looked at the attention paid Turkey, “If we 
fall, Turkey won’t last three weeks because she will be flanked.” 

That is true. 

It is just one of those frustrating situations, with no ready 
answer.

Commies Are Washed Up Here 


W ASHINGTON—It is time to point out that the American Com- 
munist Party no longer merits the occasionally hysterical attention 
it has been getting. For the fact is that the Party is well on the 
way to having approximately the same real political importance as 
the Greenbackers of the Single Taxers. 

Even in its heyday, the CPUSA never had anything approaching 
a mass following. Yet it has had real political significance. This 
significance has derived from two vital assets. The first has been 
the Party’s very considerable toehold in the labor movement.’ And 
the second, in some ways more useful, has been the Party’s influ- 
ence with the kind of fuzzy-minded but articulate left-wing intel- 
lectual who believed that the Communists were only a particularly 
eager brand of liberal, and therefore worked with them, as in last 


year’s Wallace campaign. 


The Communists are now clearly losing both these 
New Hero precious assets. The ridiculous Wallace campaign 
itself seriously weakened the Communists’ hold on the intellectual 
left—the departure of the New Republic magazine from the Wal- 
lace camp was one obvious symptom of this weakening process. But 
now the process has been vastly accelerated. For Marshal Tito 
has given the left-wing intellectuals a new hero, more palatable 
than Josef Stalin, in their frantic search for the total answer. 


The same thing has, of course, been going on abroad. In Eng- 
land, for example, such intellectual left-wingers as Alexander 
Werth and Konni Zilliacus have dismayed their Communist ad- 
mirers by embracing Tito; and in France intellectuals like Claude 
Bourdet and Jean Cassou have deviated for the first time in years. 


Moreover, the split has internally rent the French, Italian and 
other Communist parties. French Communist Leader Maurice 
Thorez was disciplined for nationalist deviation for the second 
time a few weeks ago by the party apparatus. And in Italy, Com- 
munist Leader Palmiro Togliatti is under a dense cloud of. suspi- 
cion, and real power in the Italian party has been taken over by 
Moscow-trained Luigi Longo. . 


. Yet in Italy and France the Communists have had 
Following actual intrinsic power in terms of a popular follow- 
ing. In the United States they have not had this advantage, and 
they have had to rely heavily on the sort of non-Communist “lib- 
eral” willing to make a common front with them. Thus it must be 
with real anguish that the Communists are watching the procession 
of left-wing intellectuals who last year joined them in supporting 
Wallace, and who this year are making the pilgrimage to Belgrade, 
either spiritually or in the flesh. 

Wallace himself acknowledged the danger in a recent speech for 
Vito Marcantonio in New York’s Madison Square Garden. Wallace 
pointed out plantively that the Tito issue was splitting the American 
“progressive” movement. He implied-that the wisest course was 
simply to shove the whole issue under the rug, and pretend that it 
did not exist. But this simple device is not likely to suffice. 

For the Communists have no alternative but to call Tito a 
“Fascist” and a “running dog of the imperialists.” And the left- 
wingers who are not committed to Stalinism find the whole con- 
cept of Communism independent of the unkindly men in the Krem- 
lin almost unbearably tempting. 

An ‘incomplete list of the former Wallace supporters who have 
made the pilgrimage to Belgrade in the flesh includes: Louis Adamic, 
the author, who interviewed Tito this Summer; William Gailmor, 
the radio commentator, a particularly fervent Wallaceite, who also 
interviewed Tito and came back to sing his praises; Jo Davidson, 
the sculptor, who did a head of Tito and Subsequently announced 
his conversion: Kirtley Mather, the scientist, who accompanied 
another group of Wallaceites to Belgrade, and so on. Besides such 
pilgrims in the flesh there are many other Wallaceites who have 
been privately converted without making the junket to the new 
shrine. 

And: the disastrous defeat the Communists have suffered in the 
labor movement. Only two years ago, when the Communists were 
bidding for control of the United Auto Workers, they seemed in a 
fair way to control more than half the membership of the CIO. 
Now they will be lucky to hold onto a few small unions like Ben 
Gold’s fur workers. Describing the CIO plans for taking over the 
membership in the Communist-led unions, one CIO leader pre- 
dicted grimly, “It’s gonna be murder.” 

In brief, as far as their real political influence in this country is 
concerned, the Communists are pretty well washed up. Only one 
thing can restore their influence. That is to make martyrs of them 
and in so doing to compromise the basic principle of civil liberties. 
And it is worth noting that, although the ululations of the Com- 
munists tend to obscure it, a perfectly honest issue of civil liberties 
is involved in the matter of jailing the Communist leaders. Thus 
it is not surprising that some observers who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with Communist techniques are convinced that the defense 
of the Communist leaders was consciously conducted in such a way 
that conviction was inevitable.

WASHINGTON-~-Louis H. Bean, the miracle soothsayer of the 1948 election, took a quick peek 
at his crystal ball and found things still looking pretty gloomy for the Republicans.

Right now, he won’t make Winter bets on 
the 1950 congressional election, because he’s 
still mulling over stacks of last week’s returns 
at his Arlington (Va.) home.

Years later, when 
the United Auto Workers, the same Klux that 
frightened the coward, Murphy, organized a 
picket line with bludgeons at the North American 
Aviation plant in Inglewood, Cal., the 
Roosevelt called out a regiment of regulars to 
break it up. This time he found “violent insur- 
rection” in a relatively gentle outrage. 


The difference was simple. In the first 
case, at Flint, this grimacing hypocrite was 
organizing a political auxiliary of his party 
which was to become a taxing body to seize 
out of the wages of unwilling workers as 
much money as he wanted for his campaigns. 
In the Inglewood riot, the Communists, in- 
eluding some of the same traitors who had 
run things at Flint, were obstructing Roose- 
velt’s supply of aircraft to Britain and 
France. So while defiance and actual intimi- 
dation of American Government were only 
mischief multiplied, the inconvenience to 
Britain and France was insurrection. But 
there is abundant literature on rioting to 
hearten the junior goon from the University 
of Maryland.

To aid them, the Georgia Motor 
Vehicle Association had its safety 
van on hand to test drivers’ vis- 
ion, reflexes and reactions. Ac- 
curate stop-guns attached to bump- 
ers and batteries measured the 
speed of a driver’s foot moving 
from accelerator to brake.

appropriate to the welfare of our 
democracy.”, 

‘Our first responsibility is te 
realize that higher education is a 
form of capital,” the New Yorker 
said. He pointed out that the dis- 
tribution of the cost burden must 
be re-examined if the college stu- 
dents of the future are picked 
more on intelligence than the 
means of their parents.

the money comes from.”

Potato Parity Set 
96 Cents Bushel 


Potato growers will receive a 
Government support price of 96 
cents a bushel for the 1950 crop, 
compared with about $1.08 last 
vear, Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan announced yesterday in 
Washington. At the same time, 
Brannan announced a reduction of 
about seven percent in commercial 
planting allotments for 1950. 

Brannan said that the decrease 
in the support price for 1950 re- 
sults from a Government loss of 
$60,000,000 on surplus potatoes in 
1949. He set the 1950 production 
figure at 350,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 387,000,000 bushels in 
1949 and 445,000,000 bushels in 
1948. 

Brannan said the 1950 crop will 
be supported at 60 percent of par- 
ity price, the minimum price al- 
lowed by law.

There’s a sort of mental aberra- 
tion that seems to afflict canasta 
players, at least while they are in 
the inexperienced stage (as are 
most players during the period 
when a game is so new).
